HE proposed increases in building trade 
wages mean that the customer will have to 
pay about £20m. a year more, but it is probably 
true to say that both masters and operatives were 
reluctant to take this step, which adds to the cost of 
building when everyone considers it too high as it is. 

But the new increases have been overdue judged 
by the pay packets in other industries and are the 
minimum required to prevent operatives drifting 
away into other better paid jobs, leaving a depleted 
building industry facing an enormous task and a 
future programme with no end in sight. 

During last year, the industry as a whole exercised 
considerable restraint to try to keep prices stable, 
but it is vulnerable from so many different aspects; 
and reacts to rises in costs in fuel, transport, raw 
materials and wage increases in other industries, 
so that costs have risen from external causes and 
the present increase in wages is a levelling up. 

The new basic rates will work out at £8 16s 
a week for craftsmen and £7 12s 2d for labourers, 
and assuming that these new rates are ratified by 
the N.F.B.T.E. and N.F.B.T.O. and a date fixed 
for them to come into operation, they are sufficiently 
substantial for the building owner, who has to 
meet the whole of the increase as an extra, to feel 
the impact. 

To compensate it is more than ever necessary 
to work for the reduction in costs by other means, 
and these means have been indicated in the reports 
of many post-war committees. 

The Howard Robertson Committee Report on 
Tendering Procedure stressed the importance of 
planning in advance, reiterating the opinions of 
several earlier reports, and it was at this salient 
in the front line that the attack on building costs 
was to be maintained. 

The President of the London Master Builders 
said only recently that in his opinion building costs 
** could be substantially reduced if the man for 
whom the building is to be built, and all others 
concerned, would take steps to see that it is properly 
planned before work begins on the site. 

** A day’s costs on a site bear no relation to a 
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COST MORE 


week spent in preparation, and the building owner 
must be made to realize how this balance of costs 
affects the tender. Weeks spent in proper planning 
and co-ordinating are cheaper than days spent in 
time wasted on the site for lack of it. Not only 
will the client be called upon to spend proportionately 
less, but the builder and his operatives will be happier 
in doing a well-planned job, and that again will 
affect productivity and price. 

** Directly a single man is put on a building site, 
costs start to accrue. The labour force is built up, 
supervision and administration must be provided, 
plant and machinery installed, materials delivered, 
watching, lighting, water, electricity power and all 
other essentials begin to pile up 

It is, therefore, all the more disheartening when 
such an authority as Sir Thomas Bennett told 
the London members of the Federation of Master 
Builders that “‘it is almost useless for the purist 
to say that a leading architect can firmly tell his 
client that he cannot commence building operations 
for nine months or a year, and that the builder 
cannot start work until he has a full set of drawings 
and a priced bill of quantities. We are great spenders 


of the public money. Even the purchase of the site 


involves substantial outlay, and it is not surprising, 
therefore, that even if the client is not so unreason- 
able as to demand possible construction within 
the matter of a few weeks or a month, he does 


constantly demand commencement at an earlier 
date than perfect organization would suggest.’ 

Can anything more be done to convince the 
building owner, whether individual or committee, 
that he should take his professional man’s advice 
on this point as seriously as on others. The same 
advice has appeared in, for example, the Financial 
Times which has stressed the need of planning 
ahead, in one of several articles on this topic. Mr. 
Hugh Weeks wrote ‘“‘ Building efficiency in this 
country is bedevilled by the pressure from the 
client through his architect for some show to be 
made on the site; often before the structural design 
is complete.” Let us hammer away at this until 
it sinks in.

I STAY AT THE WESTBURY 
VEN allowing for the superlatives poured forth by the 
~“ advertising agency, the opening of a brand new hotel 
n the heart of the West End is quite an event. It had 
ome personal significance to me for I had been accustomed 
to park my car on the site until work started and I was 
bluntly told to go elsewhere. Extravagant claims were 
made for the Westbury before it had even opened its doors, 
and those unaccustomed to reading Press hand-outs could 
hardly be blamed for taking notice of such statements as: 
“The Westbury is destined to revolutionize all hotel 
design in the future”; “ The Westbury combines American 
standards of comfort and service with all that is best in 
English tradition”; “American ingenuity is evident 
throughout”; “The Restaurant of the Westbury is 
destined to become a gourmet’s delight”; “ Furnishings 
have been provided to pander to the Americans’ love of 
comfort... ."; “...amd even the chambermaids, 
dressed in smart gold and white uniforms, are provided 
with trolleys. . . .” 

Even the Editor of the A. & B. N. was moved. My tele- 
phone rang. “See here, Abner,” came the familiar rasp- 
ing voice, “ get yourself a double room at this Westbury 
on Bond Street. Take your wife, mind, and let me have 
the low-down on the place.” “Okay, Ed.,” I answered, 
“Do I get dinner there?” “Sure thing, kid, but don’t 
get drinking any of those expensive French vinos.” His 
intentions were perfectly clear to me. I was to go to the 
Westbury. I went. 


Arrival 

Our arrival was a little spoiled by the car being dirty 
and the fact that, in the last-minute rush, my case had 
been left at home. This looked bad for a start. 
a second arrival an hour and a half later. 


I made 
I had noticed 
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that a car collection service was in operation so, with a 
wave of the hand, I told the doorman to take it away. He 
looked somewhat surprised, but it worked. The hall porter 
presides over the foyer from behind a desk which would 
serve very well for an altar for some strange religious sect. 
I think he will find it much too small. And this is the 
first impression of the Westbury. It is too small. I had 
expected something grander in scale. The impression is 
of a liner where every inch of space counts, everything is 
slightly smaller than life-size but at the same time the 
customer must be impressed at all costs. 


In General 


My first thought when I saw the contractor’s board go 
up on the site soon after the Coronation was, “ Why put 
a hotel there?” It is one of the busiest cross-roads in the 
West End. It is a tricky site. Surely no large hotel should 
have been sited on a junction of two shopping streets? 
Particularly when there are far more suitable sites near-by. 
However, the place is built now and there is no more to 
be said. Mr. Michael Rosenauer, the architect, has had 
the luck to construct two large buildings opposite each 
other in Bond Street. Externally they relate quite well to 
each other, although their fenestration is quite different. 
The Time Life building consists of large and small office 
spaces and therefore has continuous windows. The West- 
bury, on the east side of the road, is a beehive of small 
rooms, each quite separate and identical from floor to 
floor. The windows are therefore quite logically punched 
out of the solid wall. On the whole, the new building 
looks better in fact than in pictures. I think this may be 
because the cross-roads is the centre of a dip, all four 
roads rise away from it. This makes the building difficult 
to photograph. Most of the outer edge of the ground floor 
is taken up by shops which are not yet finished. The 
Bond Street facade has been set back at ground level to 
form a short arcade. This will enable much-needed road 
widening at this point, and the building owners—The 
Pearl Assurance Co.—deserve to be thanked publicly for 
voluntarily giving up the necessary land. The shops 
should brighten up the exterior of the building, which is 
otherwise rather dull. The entrance is particularly so and 
needs more accentuation. The drive-in in Conduit Street 
is scarcely adequate for the largest type of car and there 
is bound to be congestion here on arrival and sailing days 
for there is never a gap in the parked cars in these parts. 
There is, in fact, a car park for 20 cars behind the building, 
but this is presumably only accessible from Regent Street. 
I noticed that the stonework at the east end of the build- 
ing is toothed and a contractor’s board has been erected 
outside the adjoining building. An extension is evidently 
already planned, although nothing is said about it in Press 
releases. This may be because no one wishes to draw 
attention to the impending destruction of two of Conduit 
Street’s few remaining 18th-century buildings, or because 
building work adjoining a new hotel is bad for business. 


Entrance Hall 


I will not attempt to detail the internal decoration of 
the hall which, apart from its likeness to an average luxury 
liner, has that hard overlit gold and pale veneer feeling 
of a German hotel. I could not help thinking of the 
Orient liner Time Life lying alongside this Queen of the 
Atlantic trade. Both from the same shipyard, as it were. 

The various administrative offices and stalls opening 
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off the hall are cleverly planned, but I feel sure that they 
will be found far too cramped for efficient working. 
B.O.A.C. are to have an office accessible from the hall. 
This is a very good idea, but what about all the other 
airlines? 


Bedrooms 


I had chosen a bedroom 
floor. 


vide last week) on the first 
The door opened with a festival-shaped door knob 
is fixed vertically and uncomfortable to operate. The room 
number, in good cut-out plastic figures, is fixed on a 
slope. This was not bad workmanship, for it is done 
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throughout the building. The bathroom in this type of 
room is on the left of the lobby. On the other side there 
is a large cupboard for coats and luggage. The cupboard 
is automatically lit when opened and has a neat chain- 
operated spring bolt for its second door. The room 
doors are insufficiently sound-deadened and close with a 
boom like a bass drum. This is no doubt partly due to 
the stiffness of the new locks. The bedroom also has a 
door but in spite of this voices in the corridor can plainly 
be heard. On a previous visit I tested the double inter- 
communicating doors between rooms and found that the 
sound-proofing was anything but complete. The claims 
for sound-proofing made in the Press release are thus not 
confirmed in practice. 

The bedroom was comfortable enough. There was 
certainly a place for everything. A large hanging cup- 
board and another with sliding trays. The room was 
warm—the whole building is maintained by an oil-burn- 
ing hot-water system at 67 deg—more than adequately 
supplied with lamps with tightly waisted fringed shades 
and furnished with dull stock modern furniture. To be 
honest it was comfortable but cramped. The beds were 
large and comfortable although mine had a tendency 
to throw me on to the floor. A sensation one might get 
if sleeping on a rile feuilles. But that may have been 
because of its newness. 

A good point about the electrical installation is that 
outlets for bedside lamps are at table level. The radio 
control switch has four positions apart from “ off,” three 
for the B.B.C. and one silent one, perhaps for a future 
Big Brother service. Each room has a television outlet. 

Bedside tables incorporating mysterious little cupboards 
are provided in all bedrooms. Mysterious because all 
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rooms have bathrooms with w.c.s (called lavatories 
Bedrooms and lobbies are close-carpeted but bathrooms 
have cold thermoplastic tiles. This seems to me to be a 
major fault in a luxury hotel. 


Bathrooms 


The bathrooms are too small for comfort, and it is 
quite impossible for two people to use them at once. The 
fittings are good and work well except that the pressure 
in both hot- and cold-water pipes is so great that unless 
care is taken the water bounces off the basin plug on to 
the floor. The low-level w.c. is a beauty, but much too 
large. From the general arrangement of the fittings I 
imagine that it was hoped that flush valves would be per 
mitted. This would have made all the difference to the 
amount of space available 

The w.c. overflow is arranged to discharge over the 
bath and is immediately below the main bath inlet—a neat 
idea. I do not know what the management would have 
said if it could have seen us testing the efficiency of this 
device. Each bath has a wall-mounted shower, which is 
I suppose, one of those “revolutionary American ideas.” 
The water comes out like a bunch of the sharpest needles 
and nearly bores holes in you. Seventy-five per cent of 
the water bounces off on to the walls and a specially pro 
vided plate-glass screen. The remaining 25 per cent 
soaks the bath mat. The glass screen is hinged at the 
wall end to enable the bath taps to be reached. It has a 
stop on it but if you push too hard or slip it can be banged 
on the lever handle of the w.c. I guess that there will 
soon be some mysterious breakages here. This particular 
bathroom was panelled in black vitrolite, others are in 
violent pastel shades. Since the bathrooms are so small 
and cannot be occupied by two people, the acoustics do not 
much matter. Conversation is, however, almost impos- 
sible. Opera singers will enjoy the resonance 

Water for bath and shower comes from the same pair 
of taps. A plunger on the bath inlet settles which way 
the water goes. If the shower is used the plunger returns 
automatically to the bath position when the water is turned 
off. As far as I could see, when the time comes to change 
tap washers it will be necessary to remove two pieces of 
vitrolite about 6ft long by 9in wide. We considered that 
the bath towels were far too small for the class of hotel 
and remembered the Vier Jahres Zeiten in Hamburg which 
was less expensive but where there were not only 24 taps 
in the bathroom but bath towels as big is sheets and bath- 
robes as well. 

There are several types of bedroom. A great deal of fuss 
is made about one type which if you saw it by day you 
“would be literally unaware that it was a bedroom by 
night.” These rooms “are certain to revolutionize future 
hotel accommodation” And so the humble bed-sitter is 
raised from the back streets of Bloomsbury, dusted down 
and has the seal of respectability conferred upon it by 
inclusion in an American-type hotel. 


The Bar 


The bar is wonderful because it is just like the one at 
the Westbury in New York. Kept at a temperature of 
67 deg by the central heating it has an elaborate and expen- 
sive fireplace in one corner. There is certainly a 9x9 
hole at the top of it but whether that connects with a fluc 
I do not know. All the private sitting-rooms have fire- 
places, some antique, some not. If they have fires at all 
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they are electric and give out “absolutely no heat at all” 
as a guide explained. Every sitting-room has a TV set. 
But back to the bar. The banquettes are very shallow in 
depth and the rest of the furniture only lacks central chains 
and hooks to complete the feeling of being on board ship. 
(Note: Do Americans come all the way here in the hope 
that they will be reminded of home?) 


The Restaurant 


The restaurant is quite beyond my powers of description. 
It is alleged to be in the Regency style. If half the amount 
of lighting were used it would be more comfortable. The 
décor is a mass of warring elements and the result would 
have been very much better if someone had exercised a 
little restraint somewhere. The Regency room has a mural 
and a lot of bogus masonry carried out in veneered 
plywood. 

We did not try all the dishes on the French menu (with 
English translations) but we did have the first “crépes 
suzettes” to be prepared in the hotel. Breakfast was good. 
We had excellent coffee in our room before breakfast. At 
breakfast the coffee was very thin; we were told that it was 
exactly the same as we had had earlier. We begged to 
differ. It was removed and replaced by some so strong 
as to be almost undrinkable. Ha! Ha! 


A system of machine accounting is used in the restaurant. 
This prints each dish separately with a lot of numbers on 
acard. It does not look very romantic and it is not the sort 
of thing to put away in a drawer with a faded rose, a 
theatre programme and a couple of bus tickets. 

The kitchens operate entirely by gas and incorporate all 
the latest devices. There is no main staircase as such. All 
staircases are fire escapes. 

On leaving I tested the car collection service again. 
Chere was a slight delay but the hall porter had it very 
nuch in hand. One of the dirtiest mechanics I have ever 
seen brought it round and presented himself at the hall 
porter’s desk for his fee. 

The Westbury, with its very ordinary trade mark 
stamped an everything from teaspoons to bath mats, was a 
disappointment to me. One might have hoped for some- 
thing that would make Americans really take notice of 
British industrial design. No doubt the American directors 
knew what they were doing when they ordered the fur- 
nishings and chose the colours. Knott Hotels have 24 other 
establishments and are entitled, if anyone is, to say that 
they know what their customers like. However, I hope 
they will soon arrange for the contractor’s electric hooter 
not to be sounded at 8 a.m. in the ground floor shops as 
I cannot believe that even the keenest visitor from Salt Lake 
City likes such a knocker-up. 

If the general result is disappointing it is only fair to 
point out that the building and equipping of a large hotel 
in about 20 months is an achievement of which all who 
took part in it may justly be proud. There is no doubt 
that all the services work admirably as does the plan, 
although we did not see it functioning with the hotel full. 
No blame can be laid upon sub-contractors or suppliers 
but the fact remains that many opportunities were missed 
and wrong decisions taken when decoration, equipping and 
furnishing were being considered. 

My bill, excluding what I spent in the bar, but including 
dinner for three with a good bottle of wine, came to 
roughly £13. 
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OUT OF THE FRYING PAN 

The news that Brighton is to construct a hall for con- 
ferences comes so soon after my suggestion that this very 
thing should be done that even I have not the face to claim 
any responsibility for it. 

The intention to build the new hall in the grounds of 
the Royal Pavilion should be countered at once, finally and 
without further argument. A report says that “the effect 
of the new scheme would undoubtedly be, by enclosing the 
grounds, to add greatly to their quietness and seclusion.” 
This is estate agents’ drivel. It is proposed to build in two 
stages; a feature of stage one will be a semi-circular bay 
overlooking the western lawns of the Pavilion. This bay 
was shown in a perspective published in The Times on 
Saturday, March 19. It is not a very clear reproduction 
but the new building appears to be in the Ideal Home- 
Zoological-Regency manner. 

The proposed building, quite apart from anything else, 
would completely overshadow the Pavilion and utterly 
destroy its setting. 

If Brighton Corporation can contemplate spending three- 
quarters of a million pounds on this hall it can also spend 
a little more time choosing a suitable site. 

The present lunatic scheme must be stopped. All those 
in favour of stopping it please start writing, lobbying and 
shouting about it now or it will be too late. I will get some 
more information if I can. The name of the architect has 
not yet been mentioned in the press. 

A word to the Brighton Town Council. Sirs! If you 
are seriously proposing to spend all this money on a con- 
ference hall you have a wonderful opportunity of making 
an important contribution to the development of modern 
architecture in this country. If you build a “reproduc- 
tion” building—on the proposed site or anywhere else—it 
will never be a great building, and it is unlikely even to 
be a good building. If you must build in the Pavilion 
grounds, which God forbid, your only possible chance of 
a successful solution would be an uncompromisingly 
modern building by the most skilful architect you can find. 


CAR PARKING IN EDINBURGH 

There is a move in Edinburgh to make a car park for 
330 cars and 90 buses on the low-lying ground on the 
railway side of East Princes Street. The car park would 
be covered and entrances would be provided from 
Waverley Bridge and the Royal Scottish Academy. The 
bus park would be on a lower level. The present low level 
gardens would be raised to within about 6ft of the level 
of Princes Street. 


WAVERLEY MARKET 

Another Edinburgh proposal is the modernization of the 
Waverley Market, the largest exhibition hall in the city. 
The new idea is to provide a sports and exhibition hall to 
seat 1,700—the seats to be removable. 12,000 sq ft would 
be provided for exhibitions. The hall would also con- 
tain a dance hall with accommodation for 1,000. Badmin- 
ton courts and skittle alleys would also be provided. 

I understand that both proposals are to be sponsored 
by the Progressive Party in the town council and that 
simce the party has a considerable majority it is expected 
that they will be accepted. I hope that adequate attention 
will be paid to the architecture.

Forthcoming R.1.B.A.

An exhibition of contemporary 
Mexican Architecture is to be shown 
at the R.I.B.A. from April 15-May 2 
It has been prepared by the Society of 
Mexican Architects and the National 
College of Architects of Mexico and 
will be opened by the Mexican Am- 
bassador.

A small pamphlet, “The 
Architect and Industry,” is being pre- 
pared and will be available on the 
R.I.B.A. stand. The exhibition, which 
will take place at Earls Court, is on 
view from March 28-April 2 


\.B.T. A.G.M. 


The annual general meeting of the 
Association of Building Technicians 
was held on March 19 in the Royal 
Festival Hall. In the course of his 
presidential address, Mr. B. A. Le 
Mare, A.R.I.B.A., A.A.DipL, said: 

“The main purpose which brought 
this Association into being and con- 
tinues to be the motive power for its 
existence is trade unionism. We are 
proud of being a trade union since we 
know that there has been a need and 
as far as we can judge there will con- 
tinue to be a need for the means to 
negotiate salaries and working condi- 
tions for our members. A need that 
we can and do fulfil. This need will 
exist just as long as there is a mana- 
gerial side opposed to a staff side. The 
management or employing side must 
efficiently regulate the economics of 
providing staff and their working pre- 
mises. When these worthy people 
become too enthusiastic about their 
jobs, the staff side has to step in and 
remind them that, for instance, there 
has been a rise in the cost of living 
whilst salaries have lagged sadly 
behind. Thus the time-old discussion 
starts up again and if it is the A.B.T. 
that is representing the staff side then 
the result will surely be that salaries 
will improve and the gap between the 
rate for the job and the cost of living 
will once more be reduced. 

We are not alone in contending that 
this need exists, in fact we know that 
there are about 6,000 architects mostly 
outside our ranks, who are looking for 
2 union. This was clearly demonstrated 
when the R.ILB.A. published the 
results of its questionnaire. We are very 
and gratified by the fact 
in step with the R.I.B.A. 
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in a number of matters which are of 
importance to both bodies, but we are 
profoundly disappointed at the apparent 
lack of interest the R.I.B.A. has shown 
to the demands of this considerable 
section of its membership. However, 
the solution for the 6,000 is simple; all 
they have to do is to join the A.B.T 
If they have doubts as to its constitu- 
tion or the composition of its member- 
ship, what have they to worry about? 
A brigade group of this order could 
win any battle it set its mind to. How- 
ever, I do not think there would be 
much of a battle. We would welcome 
them, and they would soon realize what 
sort of people we are. They would 
realize that our organization is a flex- 
ible one and is always responsive to 
the feeling and opinions of its mem- 
bers. We are indeed prepared for 
change but only in a well ordered and 
democratic manner and with the full 
cognizance of all our membership.” 


New South Bank Offices 


As the first of 21 boreholes is being 
drilled to test the subsoil strata of the 
site, a team of six experts, associated 
with the scheme for the construction 
of a modern block of offices on 
London’s South Bank, is flying for a 
two-weeks’ visit to New York. Their 
object is to examine all the latest tech- 
nical developments as applied to office 
building construction and mechanical 
services generally. These will then be 
studied with a view to considering the 
feasibility or otherwise of their adapta- 
tion to the new South Bank building, 
for which Sir Howard Robertson is the 
architect.

Building Wage Claim 


At the resumed meeting of the 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry held in London on March 16, 
further consideration was given to the 
application submitted by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Opera- 
tives for an increase of 4d per hour 
and to a counter notice submitted by 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers for a widening of 
the hourly margin (at present 54d) by 
which labourers’ rates are below the 
standard rates applicable to craftsmen 

After a full discussion of the situa- 
tion, the National Joint Council de- 
cided to make, subject to ratification 
by both bodies, an increase of 24d an

hour for craftsmen and lid an hour 
for labourers. These increases, 
amounting to 9s 2d for craftsmen and 
Ss 6d for labourers for a 44-hour week, 
are in addition to the 4d per hour 
fls 10d per 44-hour week) increase 
granted in February to both craftsmen 
and labourers under the cost of living 
sliding scale agreement 

The proposed increases will make 
the Grade A rates up to 4s an hour for 
craftsmen and 3s 54d an hour for 
labourers 

The date from which the new rates 
will operate will be announced in due 
course, following ratification 


New 


The Court of Common Council on 
December 2 last approved a negative 
report submitted by the Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee on the 
application for Outline Planning 
Approval for the New Barbican 
Project. The report maintained that 
since the application was not accom- 
panied by an Industrial Development 
Certificate it could not be considered 
strictly valid 

The Board of Trade have since 
issued this Certificate and therefore 
the validity of the application can no 
longer be questioned. In view of this 
development the New Barbican Com 
mittee have now reapplied for Outline 
Planning Approval 

It may be remembered that New 
Barbican is a proposal to redevelop the 
40 devastated acres of the City el 
London between Aldersgate Street, 
Barbican and Moorgate. The project 
contemplates a form of comprehensive 
development which by using the same 
area of land several times over makes 
it economically practicable to provide 
many amenities hitherto considered to 
be impossible in the City. Such assets 
as a residential neighbourhood for 
4,000 people and car-parking facilities 
for at least 3,000 vehicles which will 
ease congestion considerably and 
relieve the burden on public transport; 
not to mention a green park around 
the historical monuments of St. Giles’ 
Church and the Roman Wall. These 
are some of the amenities provided by 
this form of development in addition 
to ample space for the more usual 
offices, shops, warehouses and City 
industries 

In reapplying for Outline Planning 
permission the main criticisms which 
were made of the New Barbican pro- 
posals in the Report of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee 
to the Court of Common Council have 
been answered as follows 

1) The introduction of the proposed 
industry does not run eounter to 
Government policy for the proper dis- 
tribution of industry, as evidence the 
Board of Trade Certificate 

2) Every attempt has been made to 
comply with the real meaning of plan- 
ning standards as distinct from routine 


Barbican 
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compliance with the letter of the law, 
as this is the only course possible in 
a proposal for “comprehensive de- 
velopment” of this magnitude. 

(3) The actual site where provision 
is made for parking approximately 
3,000 vehicles is clearly shown in the 
model. 

(4) Natural light has not been con- 
sidered necessary for such uses as 
warehousing where refrigeration, tem- 
perature and humidity control are the 
vital requirements; nor for car-parking 
areas. 

(S) We have provided a residential 
area for approximately 4,000 people 
which is within the density rulings and 
which is in pursuance of policy 
recently made known by yourselves 

(6) The non-residential accommoda- 
tion provided cannot be said to consti- 
tute an overloading of the site as it is 
in keeping with Government policy, 
is provided with ample communica- 
uuons and car-parking facilities, and 
ontains open spaces on an unprece- 
dented scale for urban redevelopment 
with resulting angles of light for offices 
and housing in excess of the minimum 
prescribed standards 

(7) The proposed development pro- 
vides the residential and working 
populations with a far higher standard 
yf amenities than is possible in a more 
traditional development. This is self- 
-vident from a study of the different 
kinds of accommodation and facilities 
proposed, and what would be required 
to provide the equivalent in the City 
o-day using more conventional 
nethods 

8) The proposed excavations are 
othing more than making = an 

onomic virtue out of the necessity 
to excavate anyway, whatever kind of 
development is proposed. Instead of 
the traditional method of providing 
costly retaining walls around each indi- 
vidual plot, we are proposing to 
excavate the area in bulk, thus effect- 
ing considerable economies and pro- 
viding valuable accommodation for 
warehousing and car parking 

(9) The width of office blocks shown 
as 70ft make provision for a central 
core of storage space which is an essen- 
tial feature of any office building, but 
which does not require the same light- 
ing considerations as the offices them- 
selves.

10) Concerning the economics of 
the proposed development and 
opinions on the demands for the space 
provided. These are aspects which 
naturally play a vital part in carrying 
out the development, but which do not 
appear to us to have very much bear- 
ing on the issue of granting an Outline 
Planning Approval which we under- 
stand is dependent on whether the 
proposed form of development is suit- 
able for its location.

T. & C.P.A. Meeting 


Sir George Pepler, vice-president, 
Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion, took the chair at a meeting at the 
Planning Centre on Wednesday, 
March 16, when Mr. Henry Wells, 
chairman, Hemel Hempstead New 
Town Development Corporation, and 
Mr. Arthur Ling, Planning Officer, 
London County Council, spoke on the 
need for decentralization of office and 
commercial businesses from the big 
cities, the necessity for which was 
stated by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, Mr. Duncan 
Sandys, when approving the L.C.C. 
plan. 

Mr. Wells said that there is, without 
question, a need to do something about 
traffic congestion in the great urban 
areas of this country. The solution can 
only be the decentralization of sources 
of employment. This is not only indus- 
trial employment but, more particu- 
larly in the case of London, is office 
employment. It should be noted that 
in wartime decentralization had, as 
a matter of defence, to be adopted and 
it worked tolerably well in difficult 
conditions, and some firms have, in 
fact, made it a permanent feature of 
their set-up. The possibility of a 
future war is unfortunately a live argu- 
ment for moving offices out of London. 
It should also be noted that in America 
the decentralization of offices is already 
beginning to take place, as yet on a 
relatively small scale from New York 


to the suburban area of New Jersey, 
while the decentralized departmental 
store is now an established feature. 

The commercial undertakings must 
be persuaded to see that there is, in 
fact, no other cure for the problem of 
London’s traffic than that they should 
move out of London; that it is in their 
own interests so to do from three 
points of view. First, in the interests 
of the national economy, by remaining 
in London they are damaging that 
economy. Secondly, that they are 
damaging themselves by unnecessarily 
loading their overheads, and thirdly 
they are causing unnecessary wear and 
tear on their staff. Perhaps the most 
remarkable comment made by the resi- 
dents of the new towns is the almost 
universal one of how much better the 
children are since they moved out of 
London. 

So far as the London new towns are 
concerned, the plans are there and in 
many construction of the town centres 
has started, or is about to start. Hemel 
Hempstead, which is advanced in this 
respect further than any other, has 
already one large free standing office 
building and is constructing 85,000 
square feet of office space. The nego- 
tiations are proceeding with the London 
Retail Stores and some of the office 
space, in course of construction, has 
been let. What now is needed is a 
realization by the office and commer- 
cial business in London, with this in 
their interest, to decentralize as much 
as possible. 

Mr. Ling said that in central Lon- 


don only 10 per cent of employment is 
concerned with manufacturing indus- 
try. The other 90 per cent is employ- 


ment in offices. The Distribution of 
Industry Act and all our efforts of 
decentralization to new towns has only 
been dealing with 10 per cent of the 
problem of decentralization of employ- 
ment 

If we assume that all the sites for 
redevelopment in the 1947 Survey (in- 
cluding the City of London) were 
redeveloped for office accommodation, 
and essential reconstruction of old 
buildings, the total office accommoda- 
tion provided on these sites would give 
increased office employment in central 
London to something like 375,000 
workers. With their families this would 
probably mean a total population in- 
crease in London of over one million 
persons. 

“We are now faced with the possi- 
bility of a great office building drive in 
London which could completely ruin 
all the efforts that have been made so 
far to decentralize work and people to 
the new and expanded towns. About 
£150 million is being spent by the 
nation on new towns. Can we afford to 
just throw away in another direction 
the worthwhile results of this expendi- 
ture by allowing employment to in- 
crease in central London so that we are 
back to where we started? ” 

Mr. Ling emphasized that when it 
comes to decentralization, much more 
is achieved by the removal of an acre 
of offices than an acre of industry. An 
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acre of industry only employs 120 per- 
sons but an acre of offices employs 
1,200—ten times as many. 

The purpose of decentralization is to 
cut down daily travelling, to prevent 
congestion, reduce demands for car 
parks, remove threats to London 
squares and public parks, which would 
not only help London but the rest of 
the country. London grows only at the 
expense of the other commercial 
centres, smaller market towns, and 
agricultural areas of the country.

Rebuilding at the Mint 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
informed Parliament of a proposal to 
carry out a rebuilding plan at the Royal 
Mint. It will be spread over the next 
six to eight years, he said, and the 
ultimate cost, which will be borne on 
the Ministry of Works Vote, was pro- 
visionally estimated at £9,250,000

Scottish Assessment 

The Secretary of State for Scotland 
was asked how many more houses he 
estimated were needed in Scotland 
His answer was that half of the 500,000 
houses which the Scottish Housing 
Advisory Committee estimated were 
required in 1943 had been built, but 
he had no information on which to 
base an up-to-date estimate 

He was also asked whether he was 
aware that there had been an increase 
in the percentage of houses built in 
England and Wales in 1954 compared 
with 1953; what the percentage de- 
crease in the number of houses built 
in Scotland had been for the same 
period; and what was the reason for 
the decrease in Scotland.

Sir Edwin Airey 

The death occurred on March 14 of 
Sir Edwin Airey, at the age of 76. Sir 
Edwin was governing director of W 
Airey and Sons (Leeds), Ltd., a firm 
responsible for the building of several 
well-known buildings in Leeds, such 
as the Queen’s Hotel, Lewis’s store in 
the Headrow, and the Brotherton 
Library and the mining, physics and 
chemistry buildings of Leeds Univer- 
sity. After the first World War Sir 
Edwin’s company secured huge con- 
tracts for the rebuilding of devastated 
areas in Northern France. After the 
last war, working in co-operation with 
the Ministry of Works, Sir Edwin 
helped to find the best method for the 
large-scale production of his permanent 
pre-cast house, resulting in thousands 
of such houses being built in various 
parts of the country and also on the 
Continent He was invited by the 
Dutch Government to advise on recon- 
struction and the Airey system was 
made use of in the construction of 
buildings of many types in that 
country, and in recognition of his ser- 
vices he was created a Commander of 
the Order of Orange-Nassau in 1944 
He was a former Lord Mavor of Leeds

London’s New Hotel 
architect: MICHAEL ROSENAUER, 


“THE Westbury Hotel stands on the south side of 
Conduit Street (frontage 185ft) at its junction with 
Bond Street (frontage 70ft). The height of the building, 
which has a basement, ground floor and seven storeys, is 
96ft above ground level. The hotel has been leased to 
Knott Hotels Corporation of America Limited by the 
Pearl Assurance Company, who financed the construction 
The building of this new hotel, started during a period 
in which building licences were highly restricted, was 
made possible by the assistance of the Board of Trade 
in their furtherance of tourist traffic from the United 
States. During the preliminary studies many sites were 
taken into consideration, and the present one was selected 
on the merits of its importance in the shopping centre 
of Mayfair. In the interests of full exploitation of the 
potential value of ground-floor shop premises offered by 
the site, the Pearl Assurance Company associated them- 
selves closely with the initial planning, as owners of the 
building. The greater part of the land is the freehold of 
the Corporation of the City of London, from whom the 
Pearl Assurance Company acquired a long-term lease 
Although the building occupies a corner position with 
adjacent frontages in New Bond Street and Conduit 
Street, an irregular shape was presented by the boundary 
to Coach and Horses Yard at the rear and by adjoining 
building boundaries. In these circumstances the aim to 
secure the best conditions of light and air for all the 240 
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Regency room ceiling and

One of the lounges in the 
entrance hall 
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hotel rooms has been achieved by setting part of the 
building back from Conduit Street in the form of a wide 
recess, at the back of which seven bedroom storeys were 
permissible. 

5. Light fitting in bar A drive-in to the hotel entrance is formed in the recess 
to avoid traffic congestion at this point. Traffic condi- 
tions are further eased by the widening of the carriageway 
in New Bond Street, made possible by the provision of 
a new pedestrian pavement in the arcade arranged along 
the Bond Street frontage. 

The time taken to construct the Westbury was just 
over 20 months. Throughout most of this time 300 men 
were working on the site, but at times this number rose 
to 400. 


Entrance Hall 


The public rooms of the Westbury are all on the ground 
floor and are all air-conditioned. The entrance hall is 
panelled with grey dyed sycamore on which is superim- 
posed a trellis design of blue and gold. The entrance 
hall has a reception desk, porter’s desk, a bookstall, 
florist’s counter, ticket office, telephone boxes and show- 
cases for the display of various goods. A corridor leads 
to the arcade of shops on Bend Street, and to Coach and 
Horses yard behind the hotel, where parking facilities for 
20 cars are provided. 


The Polo Bar 


The Polo Bar, patterned on its famous counterpart at 
the Westbury in New York, gets its name from the large 
mural paintings by Paul Robertson, which depict the 
history of polo. The colour scheme consists of a tone on 
tone green carpet with banquette seating in green and gold. 
The curtains are of figured green velvet with grey bands. 
Mahogany, Teak and Sycamore have been used to con 
struct the bar, and in a corner of the cocktail lounge there 


is a fireplace of stonework—Sicilian and light Alps jade 
marble, Westmorland green slates and brown York stone 


Restaurant 

The restaurant, which seats 90 people, has silk flock 
antique yellow-and-white Regency wallpaper, and lower on 
its walls, panels of Guera Mahogany. Around the walls

and columns there are banquettes upholstered with striped 
rose and cream tapestry. Tall columns reach to the ceiling, 
their deep flutings are blue with a pattern of stars and are 
illuminated by concealed lighting. 








The Regency Room 


Opening off the Restaurant is the Regency Room, where 
tea is served in the afternoons and which is also available 
for private parties. This room has been designed to give 
one the impression of sitting in a house in Berkeley Square 

looking out on to the Square as it was in 1815, and 
one whole wall is devoted to a mural painting by Mrs 
Cragg. Another wall has panelling in Mazur Birch and 
Sycamore arranged so as to resemble an elegant stone 
facade of the period. The ceiling is painted with a delicate 
cloudy skyscape. 








Bedrooms 


The upper floors of the Westbury are given up entirely 
to the bedrooms and private suites. There are 219 bed- 
rooms in the Westbury, of three distinct types, with eight 
schemes of decoration. The three types of room are: the 
“Westbury ” rooms, double bedrooms and twin-bedded 
rooms. The “Westbury” rooms are single bedrooms 
which have been specially designed to be living rooms by 
day. The wardrobe space is built-in, and the dressing 
tables are recessed to leave the room free and spacious. 
The single “ Westbury” rooms are furnished in different 
colour schemes. 

Three colour schemes have been used for the double ee 
rooms. In one, the woodwork—wardrobes, furniture and RY RNY 
veneered soffit for the recess which accommodates the head ue ¥ i ‘? * mn a 
of the beds is all of the light coloured Avodire wood. The nae 
rear walls of the recesses are lined with special hand-made 
wallpapers. Panels on the wardrobe doors, chairs and 
head-boards of the beds are covered with pale green hide. 

Other chairs and the bed covers are in green darnask; the 
curtains are in red. 

The twin-bedded rooms have been designed to be both 
bedrooms and living rooms. By day, the beds move back 
to the wall, to which is fixed an upholstered backboard, so 
that one sees a room with two settees, one against each wall. 

The electrical equipment of the bedrooms include elec- 
tric slave clocks which repeat the exact time from a central 
master system. Beside the bed are the controls for the 
radio and rediffusion system, on which three stations can 
be selected. The system can be switched on and off cen- Pohesk 
trally at predetermined times, and late at night its win-bedded room by day 
maximum: volume can be reduced. os 

In each of the bedrooms there is also a television aerial ‘““Westbury’’ bedroom 
socket, television being provided not as the standard equip- 
ment of the bedroom, but only when requested. In the 
living-rooms of the suites, however, television is a standard 
fitting.

Living Rooms 


Eighteen living rooms can be combined in different ways 
with bedroo-1s as suites. Some rooms have early Regency 
style furniture, a bow-front writing table with leather 
embossed top and a low oval table with reeded legs to 
match the writing table, settees and small Regency style 
chairs in blue striped brocade, and blue curtains and carpet 
complete their décor. Others are modern in design. 
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Bathrooms 


The private bathrooms which go with all the bedrooms, 
are internal and are accordingly artificially ventilated. Each 
has a bath, washbasin and lavatory. The shower, placed 
above the bath, is controlled by the same taps, but an 
autematic device ensures that if the water is turned off 
with the control on “shower” there is a return to the 
“bath” position, so that the next time a guest turns on 
the bath, he does not receive a shower on his head. Special 
adaptors are supplied for American electric razors. 

The bathrooms are placed back to back with a common 
duct carrying the plumbing, servicing pipes and ventilation 
ducts. Much of the plumbing and in particular a special 
shower connection was prefabricated away from the site 
in standardized units. 


Construction 


The building has reinforced concrete foundations and 
a reinforced concrete frame. The walls facing Bond 
Street and Conduit Street are 9in brickwork faced on the 
upper storeys with 3in of Portland stone, and on the 
ground storey with Roman stone and an Aberdeen granite 
plinth. The rear elevation is of 134in brick with sand- 
lime brick facing. 

In Bond Street and along the outer frontage in Con- 
duit Street there are five bedroom floors, with the addi- 
tion of a sixth storey set back from the building lines. In 
the central part of the building, on the seventh floor, the 
Penthouse suites enjoy the benefit of private terraces 
where setting back occurs. Water storage tanks, ventila- 
tion plant, lift motors and radio and television equipment 
occupy a storey above the main roof. 

All the external windows of the Westbury have 
aluminium frames. Around the parapet there is a stain- 
less-steel balustrade. The roofing is of asphalt insulated 
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The Westbury Hotel 


with 2in wood wool slabs. Terrace roofs are of Paropa 
patent flat roofing. Various materials are used for the 
floors of the hotel—wood blocks, Korkoid, tiling, marble 
paving and pitch mastic. 

The basement, which is 1lft deep, is tanked with 
asphalt sandwiched between two layers of concrete. It 
is artificially ventilated and contains, in addition to shop 
storage spaces, rooms for food preparation, cold storage 
and refrigeration, wine cellar, staff dining-rooms, lava- 
tories and lockers, furniture and luggage stores, boiler 
house and air-conditioning plant. On this floor also are 
the men’s lavatories, shoe shine and barber shop. The 
ladies’ powder room is off the ground floor gallery. 

Two dry hydrants are provided serving first floor to 
roof inclusive, with a direct connection for the Fire 
Brigade in Conduit Street. Two wet hydrants serve 
the ground floor and basement only. Fire extinguishers 
are available on all floors, with foam extinguishers and 
foam inlet to the boiler house and fuel store. A fully 
comprehensive fire alarm system is installed. 


Refrigeration 


The refrigerated space comprises two wine cellars, one 
controlled at normal cellar temperature, the other for 
chilled wines; separate storage rooms for meat, fish, dairy 
produce and vegetables, and deep-freeze rooms for meat 
and for fish. There are also the normal refrigerators, 
ind in the basement is an American “ Iceflow ” ice-making 
machine which produces crushed ice, and up to 16,000 

cubes per day. 


Air Conditioning and Heating 


Che air-conditioning plant—all the public rooms are 
fully air conditioned—gives complete temperature, 
humidity and circulation control, and also cleans the air 
Chree fuily automatic oil-burning boilers, providing a 
combined total rating of 7,376,000 British thermal units 
per hour, provide the heating and hot-water supply of 
the hotel. The bedrooms and public rooms are main 
tained at a temperature of 67 deg F, the entrance hall, 
staircases and service rooms at 65 deg F. Convectors 
radiators, low-temperature embedded floor coils, and 
plenum air are the media used for heating 


Kitchens 


On the ground floor the kitchens are tiled to their full 
height for simple and thorough cleaning. The main 
cooking equipment consists of a 4-unit “solid-top” gas 
range with four ovens in line, with a bain-marie, a gas 
underfired grill, a salamander and a hot closet above the 
range, a pressure gas steamer and a gas pastry oven 
Other equipment in the kitchens includes a fully automatic 
dishwasher, a pedestal-type general-purpose kitchen 
machine and a 28-lb capacity potato peeler. The chef 
has 120 cu ft of refrigerated space, and in the pastry 
kitchen a further 125 cu ft is available. A Minimax 
coffee set has been installed, and there is the full range 
f utensils. 


Room Service 


Floor kitchens, where food to be served in guests’ pri- 
vate rooms is reheated, and so often ruined, have been 
eliminated by the provision of special trolleys. These 
combine the functions of hot boxes—heated by an odour- 
less, smokeless candle—in which the food is carried to 
the required floor, a trolley, on which it is taken to the 
room, and a walnut-topped table from which it may be 
eaten. The castor wheels have brakes

The house is heated by the Radia 

n warm air ducted system, with a 
built-in solid-fuel furnace, fan and 
hot storage cylinder which are in the 
kitchen. The fan blows warm air 
through register grilles in all rooms, 
return air being drawn in from the 
landing. 

Finishes 

Externally golden brown 2in brick 
facings have been used with light- 
textured rendering to part of ground 
floor. Walls and ceilings were 
painted with white emulsion paint 
throughout, all softwood was painted 
white, and all hardwood oiled and 
waxed. The first floor is covered 
with cork tiles and carpet with a 
rubber underlay; linoleum tiles were 
used in the bathroom. Oak strip 
flooring was laid in the dining-room 
and vestibule, carpet with a rubber 
underlay in the lounge, linoleum tiles 
in the kitchen. 

The staircase is constructed of 
teak, with carpet recessed into the 
centre of the treads. Skirtings and 
window boards to the main rooms are 
mahogany or teak

Winter Working

COLD spell in this country 

brings a great deal of building 
work to a standstill. In Denmark, 
where conditions are slightly more 
severe (Copenhagen is on a level with 
Aberdeen), building work is still in- 
clined to be seasonal, although since the 
war the Danes have been making a 
serious effort to overcome some of the 
problems of winter building. In Nor- 
way the problem is acute. Oslo is a low- 
lying town in the South of Norway, yet 
even here the temperature stays on or 
below freezing point for anything up 
to five months of the year, and the 
winter days are very short. Conditions 
deteriorate farther North or the higher 
the altitude. 

Technically any of the problems of 
winter working can be overcome pro- 
vided sufficient funds are available, but 
in practice the solution must be eco- 
nomical. Many of the solutions applied 
in Norway would be uneconomical in 
this country, but nevertheless quite a 
lot of their success depends on organi- 
zation and site planning, which 
comparatively little 

Up till recently the seasonal nature 
vf building work added greatly to the 
ost as the Norwegian workers de- 
manded a higher rate of pay in the 
working seasons to tide them over the 
periods when they were stood-off. To- 
da however, a graph the 
numbers employed in the Norwegian 
building industry between July, *53 and 


costs 


showing 


June, °54 only swings between 60,000 
and 70,000. Around Oslo itself the 
maximum and minimum figures only 
vary by 1,000. This last figure is a bit 
misleading as there is a shortage of 
labour to cope with a tremendous 
building programme; but even so it 
shows that there is very little slowing 
down in the Winter. 

Winter work obviously costs more, 
but against this must be set the facts 
that building time is cut down, and 
there are many overheads which go on 
even when building operations are sus- 
pended. There are many uncertainties 
involved in winter working. No one 
can foretell if it will be a hard or mild 
winter. It is, therefore, very difficult 
to budget. A _ long-term study of 
Statistics is being carried out to gain 
greater knowledge on this point. At the 
same time intensive research is being 
carried out to reduce costs and make 
winter working easier. Basically, how- 
ever, it is an accepted fact in Norway 
that winter working is economically 
right. 

The problems are many and various, 
but first and foremost the builder must 


MYLES 
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be prepared for winter weather. It is 
more costly and not so effective to im- 
provise on the spur of the moment. 

A reserve of materials must be kept 
on the site to tide over any period when 
transport might break down, but these, 
and all other materials on the site must 
be well protected from frost and damp. 
Generally speaking, however, it is best 
to organize a constant flow of materials 
from the supplier to the site so that no 
more material than is strictly necessary 
is lying about the site at any one time. 

The layout of the site is important 
and a great deal of labour in keeping 
circulation going can be saved if the 
positioning of the 
material hoists, shelters, 
been carefully considered. 

Water supply is essential for build- 
ing operations, and it will greatly assist 
matters if the pipe lines are lagged, or 
at any rate arranged so that they can be 
emptied out at the end of the day. This 
is much quicker than having to use 
braziers and blow lamps before work 
can start next day, and also reduces the 
fire risk. 

Good lighting is automatically pro- 
vided on Norwegian building sites as 
the winter days are so short; but this 
the advantage of reducing 
the risk of accidents in bad weather

is compared with English standards, a 
major item of expenditure is incurred 
in clearing away the snow before work 
can commence

A snow plough or 
attached to the front of a 
or tractor is invaluable for this. 
One of the greatest difficulties in snow 
clearing appears to have been the con- 
tractors’ difficulties in getting the 
craftsmen to take part in this job and 
not just to wait around until the 
labourers have cleared away sufficient 
snow for work to commence. 

Excavation and work below ground 
level is still considered uneconomical to 
do in winter, and should be completed 
before winter sets in. If concrete be- 
low ground level has to be left exposed 
for a long time it is often protected 
with a layer of weak concrete which is 
easy to chip off at a later date. On top 
of this is laid straw matting. 

A Norwegian building site is always 
liberally supplied with straw matting 
in winter. These mats are strong, have 
a good insulation value, they do not 
absorb much moisture, are easily 
moved and can be used many times. 

Concrete work can continue in very 
cold weather provided certain precau- 
tions are taken First and foremost 
the materials must not be allowed to

become frozen in their stacks. No 
frozen materials can be used under any 
conditions. The stacks of sand and 
aggregate are protected by straw mats 
and tarpaulins, and if steam is available, 
they are stacked over steam pipes in 
which holes have been pierced so that 
steam can be kept circulating through 
the stock. As warm water is used for 
mixing, a boiler is often provided to 
produce the warm water and steam. By 
far the best method of storing sand and 
aggregate, however, is in silos which 
protect them from water, rain, snow 
and cold. To make assurance doubly 
sure, steam pipes, as mentioned above, 
can be used in the silos. 

Shuttering must be cleared of snow 
and ice before pouring starts. Special 
care must be taken to see that the edges 
of the shuttering are also clear so that 
no mark is left on the concrete at the 
joints of the shuttering. A steam hose 
is by far the easiest way to do this. A 
nozzle or mouthpiece at the end of the 
hose makes it easy to get into awkward 
corners. The reinforcement must also 
be steamed just before pouring to pre- 
vent icing and therefore bad adhesion. 
It is important to protect the reinforc- 
ing with tarpaulins to prevent the snow 
collecting as this is much cheaper than 
having to clear the snow from all 
around the rods. 

The poured concrete is protected 
with straw mats laid on building paper, 
to prevent adhesion. A tarpaulin over 
the mats not only protects the mats but 
helps to keep in the heat produced by 
the concrete during setting 

For temperature control a small pipe 
in which holes have been bored along 
the length, is embedded in the con- 
crete. A thermometer can be placed in 
the pipe and the end of the pipe corked. 
By keeping an eye on the temperature 
one can accurately tell when the con- 
crete is properly set. 

In really cold weather some form of 
heating has to be used. The traditional 
braziers are simple, but require con- 
stant watching and have a high fire risk 
There are new forms of portable oil- 
burning boilers on the Norwegian mar- 
ket, the hot air being circulated through 
ducts to the position required by means 
of an electric fan. When using these, 
however, care must be taken to see that 
there is proper ventilation and air cir- 
culation or else heavy condensation will 
be formed. 

For bricklaying the practice is simi- 
lar to that used in this country, in addi- 
tion to which the mortar itself is 
generally warmed. The protection of 
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the finished work is also more efficient 
owing to the use of the straw matting. 

External rendering and painting are 
two of the operations which it is 
impracticable to carry out during the 
winter 

Carpentry can be carried on as usual 
provided that the timber has been pro- 
tected from damp during storage, and 
that the actual work of erection is not 
hindered by weather conditions. 

Joinery, plastering, and decoration 
can go on in the hardest conditions pro- 
vided there is some heating, and to this 
end the central heating, a necessity in 
Norwegian is frequently in- 
stalled at an early stage. In other cases

UCH discussion has centred 

around the provisions of the 
Housing Repairs and Rent Act 1954 
That provisions which are not entirely 
new should be the subject of so much 
controversy is due almost entirely to 
the urge of the Minister of Housing 
for the full implementation of the 
facilities now offered. 

The relating to rent 
increases can have an important bear- 
ing on action under Section 9 of the 
1936 Act. It is true that rent increases 
are quite a separate issue, but surely 
a very helpful one. Many instances 
will occur where compliance with a 
section 9 notice will be sufficient to 
qualify a landlord to receive a rent 
increase In such owners are 
likely to complete the work with a 
minimum of delay. Indeed, it is now 
becoming a quite common occurrence 
for owners to request to be served with 
a list of the local authority’s require- 
ments to render a house fit for 
habitation 

Present-day house-to-house inspec- 
tion by local authority staff is more 
likely than not to culminate in the ser- 
notices involving a heavy 
expenditure of money. If a moderate 
additional expenditure would offer the 
opportunity to obtain an improvement 
grant, then an owner is likely to be in- 
terested. If as the result of wise counsel 
and the full support of an owner, a house 
can be brought to the full 12-point 
standard, then the sense of achieve- 
ment to the officer concerned would be 
great. The ability to achieve such a 
position depends, however, upon the 
backing of the Council concerned by 
approving a policy of making grants 
in appropriate cases. On such terms

It has been found in Norway that if 
the temperature is not too low for the 
workmen to work it is technically pos- 
sible to work. In Denmark, however, 
it is sometimes technically all right for 
the work to continue, but it is too cold 
for the workmen. This is not because 
the Norwegians are tougher than the 
Danes but because of the wind and the 
greater humidity of the atmosphere in 
Denmark. The Danes are carrying out 
special experiments into clothing for 
winter work.

attractive. Hence the revised terms of 
the Housing Repairs and Rents Act, 
1954. 

Whilst agreeing that a 
function of the new legislation is to 
secure the conversion and 
ment of the larger type of 
now more or less obsolete as a single 
unit, one cannot but envisage an inten- 
uon to attract owners of some of the 
vast groups of lower-rated investment 
properties. The emphasis now has 
swung on to the older house in con- 
trast to the building of new dwellings 
and one must anticipate that in the 
new legislation there was an intention 
to assist in the problem of repair and 
reconditioning of the small house, once 
described as a ; 
dwelling. 

In the main, the bulk of the appli- 
cations already made appear to relate 
to owner/occupied houses or houses 
to be purchased for owner/occupation 
or conversion. There may be a num- 
ber of explanations for this, not 
the added opportunities to the archi- 
tect and builder to employ their skill 
in the art of reconstructing the larger 
dwellings. Literature on the subject 
published by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government does not con-

an increased rent which should have 
regard to his own expenditure. One 
of the drawbacks to adequate use of 
the provisions lies in the fact that a 
tenant’s agreement is necessary to the 
proposed increase in rent, and may not 
always be readily obtained. 

Generally speaking, owners of the 
small investment properties are well 
used to receiving notices served under 
the provisions of Section 9 of the 1936 
Act. Such notices require the execu- 
tion of works sufficient to render a 
house in all respects fit for human 
habitation. How much better it would 
be at this stage for a landlord to go 
a step further and provide such 
common essentials as a bathroom 
The improvement of dwellings beyond 
the 1936 Act standard is a most desir- 
able objective and, given support by 
their Councils, local authority officials 
would welcome the opportunity to 
encourage landlords on this score. 

The properties concerned, after 
completion of the new works would 
be required to comply with a 12-point 
standard which is specified. A com- 
mendable effort has been made to set 
out a firm standard the terms of which 
shall be clear. Nevertheless, 
interpretations must inevitably 
and property owners will to 
extent be in the hands of the local 
authority as to whether a house is to 
be considered as reaching the desired 
standard.

Good repair and substantially free 
from damp can be a matter of degree 
and consequent professional disagree- 
ment. The expression “good repair” 
is generally accepted to mean some- 
thing better than the repair standards 
of the 1936 Housing Act, and includes 
decorations. Men of experience are 
only too aware of how complex an 
issue dampness can be. More than 
ever before it now seems necessary to 
make a decision as to the degree of 
dampness and its effects on the occu- 
pants. The post-war view appears to 
have changed inasmuch as we are to 
compromise on the action taken if the 
cost of remedy (e.g., insertion of a 
damp-proof course) is excessive. It is 
conceded, of course, that a house can 
be substantially free from damp with- 
out necessarily having a_ horizontal 
damp-proof course. 


The amount of natural light in a 


room might roughly be considered 
inadequate when the sky is not visible 
from the wall opposite the window at 
a point three feet above the floor. In 
the majority of cases it would prob- 
ably be umnecessary to go more 
deeply than this into the lighting 
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question. Adequate ventilation would 
presumably be provided by meeting 
the requirements of building byelaws, 
namely, that a total window area of not 
less than one twentieth of the floor 
area of a room may be opened to the 
external air. 

A piped supply of water inside a 
dwelling is now a statutory require- 
ment; providing the supply is whole- 
some (ie., conforms to recognized 
chemical and bacteriological stan- 
dards) a well water supply could be 
acceptable where a main supply is not 
obtainable. 

The provision of a hot water supply 
is a new requirement in so far as the 
Housing Acts are involved. There are 
many methods available today for en- 
suring constant supplies and no diffi- 
culty is likely to arise in complying 
with the requirement. 

Items 5, 6 and 7 deal respectively 
with an internal or readily accessible 
water closet, a fixed bath, and sinks, 
matters which are purely a question of 
fact. 

Next follows a reference to a proper 
drainage system. Where the house is 
connected to the main sewer no prob- 
lem arises, but in rural areas disagree- 
-ment may be encountered as to what 
constitutes proper drainage. Certainly 
nothing less than well-constructed 
glazed stoneware drains and an effi- 
cient disposal system will be accepted. 
In areas where clay subsoils are the 
rule, or where the subsoil water level 
is relatively high in winter, self- 
contained sewage disposal systems are 
often unsatisfactory and councils may 
be influenced to decree that such a 
system did not constitute proper drain- 
age. In this instance “ proper” must 
include efficient. 

Items 9 and 10 relating to artificial 
lighting and facilities for heating are 
comparatively straightforward issues 
except perhaps argument might con- 
ceivably develop on the expression 
“where reasonably available” in rela- 
tion to gas or electricity. The cost of 
installation seems to be the predomin- 
ant factor and local authorities are 
unlikely to insist on connection to a 
gas or electric supply where the cost 
of doing so was unreasonable having 
regard to the value of the property. 
They would, however, be entitled to 
take into consideration the enhanced 
value of the property following any 
such improvement in amenities. 

“Facilities for the storage of food” 
is a simple enough expression which 
has already caused heated discussion 
at gatherings of professional men. 
Many thousands of the older dwel- 
lings possess only the built-in cup- 
board on an internal wall or the 
cupboard under the stairs, neither 
with any adequate means of ventila- 


tion. Nor in the majority of cases 
will any facilities exist to construct a 
compartment ventilated to the internal 
air, apart from the cost factor. Arti- 
ficial methods of ventilation in such 
cases have been tried, and generally 
speaking, have failed. A well venti- 
lated safe in a suitable position might 
be held to satisfy the need for food 
storage facilities. What is the answer 
to this? Local authorities will 
generally concede that they must be 
reasonable and practical on this, but 
nevertheless, no uniformity of require- 
ment can be anticipated. 

“Facilities for the preparation and 
cooking of food” may be a matter of 
rather less conjecture than food 
store provision, but nevertheless is 
without a measure of ambiguity. It 
would seem fair to assume that land- 
lords will not be required to accept a 
new responsibility by way of the pro- 
vision of gas, electric or oil cookers, 
but that the owner’s obligation will be 
fulfilled if he provides a gas or electric 
point in a suitable position. 

The final requirement of the 12- 
point standard relates to fuel storage, 
a need which would presumably be 
met by the use of prefabricated or 
metal containers of the type now 
commonly found on the market. 


The standard thus discussed pro- 
vides the legal guide as to the condition 
in which a property must be found 
after completion of the improvement 
works and in addition it must have 
an anticipated life of 15 years (amended 
since the original requirements of the 
1949 Act). It is perhaps understand- 
able that local authorities, through 
their officers, will have widely differ- 
ing views both on the types of property 
acceptable for grants, and the extent 
of the works required. 


Conclusions 


Many local officials whose duties 
include housing matters would wel- 
come the interests of landlords in 
bringing properties up to the 12-point 
standard. As to whether the terms 
offered are sufficiently attractive only 
time will show. There are many who 
will have doubts on this score, especi- 
ally as the permitted rent increase may 
not always be considered to represent 
an adequate return. However, the 
opportunities do exist, and excellent 
teamwork between local councils, 
owners of properties, and architects, 
could have a very lasting impression 
on the housing circumstances of our 
country. No set of legislative pro- 
posals will ever bring universal ap- 
proval, but a zealous approach by all 
concerned could give results far 
beyond the hopes and expectations of 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government.

The roadways are of soil/cement 
stabilized foundations 6in thick finished with a 2in layer of 
bituminous macadam whilst the paved areas adjoining the 
main building are 8in unreinforced concrete. 

To the east of the main building is a single-storey ancillary 
building comprising office, messroom, kitchen, lavatories, 
showers, changing room, boiler house and workshop. In 
the absence of surface water drainage facilities, an area has 
been excavated on the west side of the site for water storage, 
taking the whole of the rain-water from the building and 
paved areas. This pond is connected to a sump from which 
water is pumped for clinker quenching purposes 
Main Building 


The main building comprises three sections, the tipping 
house, salvage house and incinerator house. The general 
construction of the building consists of reinforced concrete 
framework and brick panels, with continuous windows of 
precast concrete mullions to give a high degree of natural 
lighting. To avoid the unsightly appearance of large num- 
bers of rain-water pipes on the outside of the building, these 
have, wherever possible, been cast in the main columns by 
adding a splayed nib on the face 

Barrel vault roofing has been adopted for the whole of 
the building, consisting of a single barrel 88ft 9in span, 30ft 
wide and 25ft radius over the tipping house, eight barrels 
each 39ft 6in span, 19ft 3in wide and 12ft 6in radius over 
the salvage house and seven barrels each 33ft span, 20ft 6in 
wide and 15ft radius to the incinerator house. The shells, 
which are of 24in thick reinforced concrete, are insulated 
externally with a 2in layer of vermiculite concrete, then a 
ement and sand screed }in thick and finally covered with 
two layers of bituminous felt roofing with a mineral finish 

The chimney is of brick construction, circular on plan 
with a minimum diameter of 10ft 6in inside the lining and 
120ft high above ground level. The facing bricks are pur- 
pose made radial southwater engineering bricks with fletton 
bricks for backing up and 9in thick firebrick lining for the 
lower 20ft and 44in thick for the remainder with a cavity 
of 14in between the lining and outer brickwork 
Plant Operation 


The anticipated quantity of refuse to be dealt with is at 
present 43,000 tons per annum, increasing in the future to 
about 48,000 tons or 168 tons per day. The plant is capable 
of dealing with 175 tons of crude refuse each day under 
normal working conditions. The layout has been so 
arranged that the plant is duplicated on either side of the 
centre-line of the building so that operations can continue 
in the event of a breakdown at any point. 

From the elevated tipping platform refuse is discharged 
into two reception and storage hoppers, each of 100 cu 
yards capacity, from whence it is conveyed by 9ft wide feed 
conveyors towards the centre of the tipping house and then 
discharged on to 36in wide elevating belt conveyors. 

Dust Extraction 


Sheet steel hoods are fitted over the reception hoppers with 
ducts overhead and at tipping floor level to insure adequate

removal of dust during tipping. Further ducts have also 
been provided at the points of discharge from the feed 
conveyors. 

These ducts pass into the salvage house on the first floor 
and then into the dust extraction room to the filter units. 
The filters are fitted with hoppers and dust outlets at their 
lower end for removal of dust. Dust extraction has also 
been provided at both the inlets and outlets of the rotary 
screens 

From the tipping house, the duplicate 36in wide elevating 
conveyors continue rising through the dust extraction house 
until the refuse is at the required level for discharging into 
the screens. Below the screens are steel storage hoppers 
having a capacity of 25 tons for dust and 15 tons for cinders 
and fitted discharge doors for loading directly into vehicles. 
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Salvage 


From the screens the refuse discharges on to duplicate 
42in wide picking belts running at a speed of about 40 feet 
per minute. Over each belt is provided an overband type 
of electro-magnetic separator for the extraction of tins and 
ferrous metals. These are fed to a tins storage enclosure 
below or else by means of a movable chute can be delivered 
to a 24in wide cross conveyor belt which passes through the 
west side of the building for discharging unbaled tins direct 
into vehicles. On the ground floor, under the storage en- 
closure, are three all-geared type metal balers with provision 
for the addition of a further baler in the future. 

Paper, cardboard, etc., picked from the belts pass down 
either a central chute between the conveyors into a paper 
storage enclosure or else into two chutes on each side of 
the belts for direct feed to the paper balers, sited on the 
ground floor below the storage enclosure. Three balers 
have been installed with provision for a fourth baler later 

Of the remaining salvageable items comprising rags, non- 
ferrous metals, bones, cullet, rubber and leather, some will 
be fed through chutes to storage bins at ground level and 
the rest stored in bays on the picking floor and ultimately 
discharged through additional chutes direct into vehicles 
below 


Incinerator House 


From the picking floor the conveyor belts extend into the 
incinerator house and then discharge by a system of chutes 
to either one or both of the 36in wide distribution belts 
located over the furnace platform and at right angles to 
the centre-line of the building. Each belt is provided with 
a travelling tripper, controlled by push button, which by 
means of a short cross belt and chute can deliver the 
“tailings” direct into the top-feed openings of the 
incinerators. 

The incinerators consist of three separate units, each 
having 4 cells and combustion chamber, with provision for 
the future installation of a further 4 cell unit. Situated 
between the flues, in the centre of the building, is a waste 
heat boiler which utilizes the heat from the flue gases to 
provide sufficient hot water to heat both the main building, 
the ancillary building and also give a supply of hot water to 
the lavatories, showers, etc. The addition of a grate for 
burning reclaimed cinders enables the boiler to operate 
independently of the furnace.
